AUTUMN OUTLOOK 


The continued warm weather and 
the absence of anything like a frost 
in-most northern states caused a 
lag in cash-and-carry sales at many 
retail nurseries in October. The pub- 
lic seemed apprehensive about at- 
tempting much planting on its own 
and postponed purchases of stock in 
the face of the almost summery 
weather. 

Landscape planting, on the other 
hand, showed no diminution, and 
many firms found the back-order 
books growing. Professional plant- 
ing was carried forward with such 
stock as could be moved, with extra 
care in handling necessitated by the 
dry soil. 

Thus, demand for nursery stock 
continues unabated, that which is 
not required in one channel being 
moved through another. This con- 
dition will persist, of course, as long 
as home building holds at its current 
high levels. If and when the backlog 
of planting orders on that account 
should decline, there are opportuni- 
ties for sales among those whose 
homes are old enough to require 
renovation of the plantings about 
them. 

Landscape firms find their orders 
increased by the general affluence of 
the public, many homeowners being 
flush enough to hire professional 
work instead of attempting it them- 
selves, particularly in view of the 
shortage of casual labor for house- 
hold and garden employment. Of 
course, the high rate of national 
employment and personal incomes 
favors such a change, and these fac- 
tors remain potent in maintaining 
a high level of business. 

In other industries, especially 
those in which public demand has 
become satisfied through speeded-up 
production, adjustments are taking 
place, and they give rise to pessimis- 
tic views of the outlook in the public 
press. But as many opposite and 
optimistic views are current, from 
those industries where adjustment 
has already taken place or heavy 
demand continues, the over-all pic- 
ture is such as to maintain full em- 
ployment and high national income.

Under such conditions the out- 
look for nursery stock sales remains 
highly favorable. Where it shows 
symptoms of change, there is op- 
portunity for sales effort in view of 
the public’s present purchasing 
power. 


SERVICE IN SELLING 

Descriptions of salesyards and 
garden shops have appeared with 
considerable regularity in recent is- 
sues for good reason—the interest 
manifested by readers of this mag- 
azine in the layouts, buildings and 
operation of such quarters for retail 
selling. 

Such quarters were not planned 
and provided just because the nurs- 
erymen were prosperous or proud, 
but because they found the means 
to larger sales volume and _ better 
profits in affording more service to 
customers in the process of selling. 
By making stock more attractive, 
easier of access and simpler to pur- 
chase, nurserymen have multiplied 
their customers and, at the same 
time, have multiplied the number of 
patrons who can be served in a giv- 
en period of time. That is especially 
important in view of the fact that 
most of the business the nurseryman 
does in the year must be transacted 
in the space of only a few months. 

Other merchants have provided 
suggestions for nurserymen in this 
operation. The display methods, 
counter arrangements, self-service 
features, accounting simplification 
and other features of drug, grocery 
and department store chains have 
had their influence. Study of what 
was being done in other fields 
prompted those that were the first 
of the most up-to-date nursery re- 
tail outlets. Then the study of the 
leaders in the nursery field yielded 
examples for their fellows to follow. 

No standardization has been un- 
dertaken, as in the grocery field, 
where the arrangement in one chain 
store is much like that in the store 
of another chain. Whether such 
standardization is likely or possible in 
this field is doubtful. There is vari- 
ation in stock, character of clientele 
and objectives of management from 
one locality to another. Moreover, 
the nurseyman is realistically an in- 
dividualist. 

A common goal, however, is before 
all such retail sales outlets—to dis- 
play the merchandise more attrac- 
tively and to make it easier for cus- 


tomers to buy. To that end, the ap- 
pearance of the premises, the routing 
of the visitors, the placing of stock, 
methods of display, extent of offer- 
ings whether just plants or supplies 
and equipment as well, disposal of 
employees, character of service, de- 
livery, etc., are all important. 

In reviewing the descriptions of 
retail nurseries, salesyards and gar- 
den shops, the reader who contem- 
plates something similar should con- 
sider the various details, the phases 
just mentioned above, as means to an 
end. The details should be examined 
for their fitness to afford more serv- 
ice in selling the public in your com- 
munity. That purpose should be held 
firmly in mind, and the adaptable 
features of building, equipment o1 
service should be selected for you 
type of business in your own local- 
ity. 





ENTRANCE DRIVEWAYS 

Accustomed to drive over make- 
shift roadways, or off roadways en- 
tirely, in his growing fields, the nurs- 
eryman is so little discommoded by 
ruts or mudholes that he is likely to 
overlook their inconveniences to a 
customer when his entrance drive- 
way succumbs to the effects of wear 
and weather, particularly in autumn 
and spring. If the customers 
wholesalers, being fellow nursery- 
men, their apprehension of unkempt 
entrance driveways is probably less 
than if they are retail buyers, little 
used to driving on anything but con- 
crete or other hard-topped roads. 
Entrance driveways can be made 
more attractive to the public at the 
slight expense of a 
cinders, gravel ot

comparatively 
few loads of 
crushed stone. 

Apropos of nursery entrances, it 
would seem desirable to separate that 
for the heavy trucks and other nurs- 
ery equipment from that by which 
retail customers approach. The two 
entrances would require less atten- 
tion probably, for the customers’ 
would be much easier of mainte- 
nance, besides being less cluttered 
and more attractive.

Florida Holds Huge Trade Meet 


A magnificent exhibit of plant life 
featuring one of the finest collections 
of foliage plants, landscape shrubs, 
hybrid orchids and ornamental trees 
ever displayed in one place was laid 
out on the rolling lawn of the Haven 
hotel, Winter Haven, Fla., and 
viewed by nearly 3,000 nurserymen, 
growers and visitors during the an- 
nual trade meet of the Florida Nurs- 
erymen and Growers Association, 
held October 3 to 5. For the first 
time in the history of the organiza- 
tion, the public was invited to the 
exhibit. Until this year it had been 
open only to members of the associa- 
tion, the allied trades and thei 
guests. 

More than 130 exhibits were dis- 
played at the trade meet, which was 
one of the most impressive of its kind 
ever held in the southeast section of 
the country. The 3-day meeting of 
the Florida organization brought 
visitors from points as far away as 
New York, New Jersey, Illinois and 
Texas. 

Huge crowds of visitors swarmed 
over the exhibition grounds during 
the after noon of October 4 to view 
the many exhibits and watch the 


crowning of Florida’s flower queen, 
who was selected from among the 
most beautiful girls in the nation. 

One hundred and twenty booths, 
each of them 10 feet square, were 
placed in a “U” design on the hotel’s 
rolling west lawn, which overlooks 
beautiful Lake Howard. Approx- 
imately 30 of them were completely 
covered with fiberboard to afford 
special protection for the orchid and 
tropical foliage exhibits, while all 
were shielded from the direct rays 
of the sun and heavy rain by special 
plastic sheeting. 


Some Impressive Exhibits 


Among the exhibits that impressed 
the visitors to an outstanding degree 
were the displays of orchids. The 
nurserymen exhibited almost every 
known variety of the flower, includ- 
ing several new hybrid types that 
were not commonly known prior to 
the trade meet. 

Another exhibit that attracted a 
great deal of attention was the Flor- 
ida Nurserymen & Growers Associa- 
tion’s educational exhibit, whose 
purpose was to promote the stand- 
ardization of nursery stock and 


merchandising procedures through- 
out the trade. This booth displayed 
a large number of plants in varying 
dimensions illustrating such points 
as, for instance, that the height of 
a plant does not necessarily indicate 
the profusion of its foliage and that 
the size of the container holding the 
plant is not a criterion for judging 
its size. 

Also included in the educational 
booth were illustrations of the cor- 
rect and incorrect methods of pack- 
aging plants for shipmeng and similar 
displays pointing out the many prob- 
lems that the grower, the nursery- 
man and the plant enthusiast en- 
counter. 

Among the remaining exhibits that 
drew a large portion of the public’s 
attention were those of the allied 
tradesmen, who exhibited various 
types of equipment, fertilizers, in- 
secticides, uniforms, burlap and a 
host of other articles, including even 
greenhouses, some of these exhibits 
being placed inside the hotel to be 
protected from the weather. Includ- 
ed with these were a number of 
devices used for irrigation, such as 
valves, pumps and spraying appa-

ratus. Sprayers of the newest types 
for use in controlling pests were also 
shown. 

Members of the Florida Nursery- 
men & Growers Association took ad- 
vantage of the trade meet to exhibit 
a number of new plants, many of 
which will not be released to the 
public for months to come. 

Among these were a new variety 
of dwarf ligustrum, Coccolobis 
pubescens, Dendrobium chrysotox- 
um, alocasia, Macadamia ternifolia, 
Trevesia sanderi and others. 

Exhibitors specializing in crotons, 
ligustrums, tropical fruits, orchids, 
foliage plants, flowering shrubs, 
landscape shrubs and numerous 
other types of plant life exhibited 
the cream of their nursery stock 
during the 3-day meet, to the delight 
of all. 

The trade meet opened at | p. m. 
on October 3, when _ registration 
began in the hotel lobby, and the 
exhibits opened at 5 p. m. Members 
of the association had been arriving 
since early morning in order to place 
their exhibits in order, however, and 
a large number were to be seen in 
the hotel and about the grounds at 
the time of the official opening. 

That evening an open forum was 
held on the mezzanine floor of the 
hotel. A general discussion of the 
problems of the trade and their solu- 
tions continued for several hours, 
concluding the first day’s scheduled 
activity, although discussion and 
trading among individuals continued 
late into the night. 

Registration was resumed at 8:30 
a. m. the following day with trading 
continuing among all of the nursery- 


men, florists and allied tradesmen. 
The Orchid Association held its 
meeting at 1 p. m. 

Between 12:30 and 1 p. m. the 
members removed price tags, price 
sheets and wholesale catalogs from 
their exhibits in preparation for the 
admission of the general public at 
1 o'clock. The grounds were open 
to visitors from 1 until 6 p. m., 
during which time Florida’s flower 
queen was crowned. 

Barbara Rickman, of Portland, 
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Ore., was chosen Florida’s flower 
queen, with Shirley Sibre, the holly 
queen, of Miami, Fla., and Joan 
Faye Brown, the orchid queen, of 
Winter Haven, as her attendants 
The rest of her court included Freda 
Jones, of Portland, Ore., the gardenia 
queen, and Harriet Smart, of San- 
ford, Fla., queen of the red roses, as 
well as Beverly Johnson, the azalea 
queen; Gerrie Westphal, the foliage 
queen; Kay Brook, the camellia 
queen; Pat McCarty, the Monstera 
deliciosa queen; Valerie Noll, the 
croton queen; Martha Lyn Brown, 
the gladiolus queen, and Shirley 
Allen, the hibiscus queen—all of 
Winter Haven. 

Doyle E. Carlton, former gover- 
nor of Florida, crowned Florida’s 
flower queen. The judges of the con- 
test were Ed Ayers, state plant com- 
missioner; John B. Wight, past presi- 
dent of the American Association of 
Nurserymen, and E. S. (Bud 
Reasoner, vice-president of district 
4 of the Florida Nurserymen & 
Growers Association. 

Between 6 and 7:30 p. m. a sump- 
tuous buffet dinner was served in 
the spacious hotel dining room 
which, along with the rest of the 
building, had been beautifully dec- 
orated with many varieties of foli- 
age plants and orchids. 

During the day many of the mem- 
bers of the association and their 
guests made the short trip to beauti- 
ful Cypress gardens, where they

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Report 
On Ohio 


Research 


Projects 


By Frank Turner 


In the fall of 1947 the Ohio Nurs- 
erymen’s Association established a 
research scholarship at Ohio State 
University, providing a fellowship 
for one postgraduate student in the 
amount of $1,500 a year. Since that 
time, four postgraduate students 
have taken various problems of the 
nursery industry under study. The 
problems were presented by the re- 
search committee of the nurserymen’s 
association, after an intensive study 
of the needs and suggestions for 
research brought in by nurserymen 
from all parts of the state. The 
student granted the fellowship has, 
in most cases, devoted his year’s 
work to nursery problems, making 
them the basis of a thesis for a de- 
gree. 


The Current Program 


To discuss the progress of the 
research and assign subjects for in- 
vestigation by students this year, the 
research committee of the Ohio 
Nurserymen’s Association convened 
Thursday, October 8, at its head- 
quarters at the department of horti- 
culture, Ohio State University. Pres- 
ident Joe L. Strickfaden, of the Ohio 
association, was present with Com- 
mittee Chairman Paul Aukeman and 
members of the research committee. 
Dr. Freeman S. Howlett and Dr. L. 
C. Chadwick, Ken Reisch and John 
Strate represented the department 
of horticulture of the university. 

Opening the discussion, Dr. 
Chadwick stated that the work 
projects under consideration were 
enumerated in the last printing of 
the research committee’s report and 
were as follows: 

1. Studies to determine the rela- 
tive values of four types of foliar 
fertilizers applied to a variety of 
nursery plants to stimulate growth. 

2. Comparison of the effects of

wood preservatives on white pine 


boards after four years of use in 
bed construction. 
3. Studies to determine the fea- 


sibility of growing a variety of woody 
plants in containers from the lining- 
out stage to salable plants under 
Ohio climatic conditions. 

4. Studies to determine the pos- 
sibility of carrying nursery stock in 
cold storage until the second plant- 
ing season after digging. 

5. Studies on chemical weed con- 
trol in taxus and gladiolus. 

6. Beginning of studies to deter- 
mine the possibility of dwarfing 
some of the outstanding medium to 
large shrubs and small trees. 

The research project dealing with 
growing plants in metal containers 
was the first one discussed. It was 
decided to carry a number of plants 
in metal cans over the coming win- 
ter to ascertain how well they can 
survive under midwestern conditions, 
as compared to those of either Cali- 
fornia or of northern states where 
heavy snowfall occurs. It was also 
decided to make a comparison, if 
possible, under more severe winter 
conditions than afforded by the last 
two mild winters, when a few canned 
plants were carried over. Laddie 
Mitiska mentioned that wintering 
the plants under shade would proba- 
bly cause them to have greater sal- 
ability and a better appearance by 
spring but would not afford a severe 
test of exposure. There may be some 
testing of the possible benefits to be 
derived from ground corncobs or 
other mulches used on the surface 
of the cans. Professor Chadwick 
stated that an asphalt emulsion 


mulch, such as used on state high- 
way grass-seeding projects, may 
solve the problem of soil washout 
from the pot rings of the cans when 
they are watered. 

Containers Accepted 


The committee had an offer of 
containers for use in the research 
project from an Illinois firm. It was 
agreed to ask this firm to supply 
250 of the 1-gallon-size containers 
and 200 of the 3-gallon-size contain- 
ers. The latter have an unattached 
disk bottom as they are too large 
to be turned upside down conven- 
iently and have their contents rapped 
out. 

Lewis S. Bookwalter commented 
that the committee should be dili- 
gent in seeking containers of new 
materials, particularly of extruded 
plastic, should they become com- 
monly available. 

The planting materials to be used 
in the continued research on grow- 
ing plants in containers were de- 
cided after a thorough discussion 
of the subject and will include ma- 
honia, Japanese yew, redleaf bar- 
berry, golden privet, sweet gum, red- 
flowering dogwood, Berckmans ar- 
borvitae, quince, abelia, lilac and 
slender deutzia. The sizes of each 
plant to be grown were designated 
by the committee. The tests will 
determine precisely how attractive 
each plant can be when produced 
in a container, ready to sell, with 
little further packaging, to cash-and- 
carry customers. Since obtaining an 
attractive sales appearance is the 
object motivating the research on

Burwell’s Boasts Unusual Displays 


A charming fountain and pool 
with flowering plants in bloom 
around it is one of the many unusual 
features and fascinating displays 
which greet customers shopping at 
Burwell’s garden store, an addition 
to the Burwell Nurseries Co., which 
was built the past May on the nurs- 
ery’s grounds at 4060 East Main 
street (Route 40), Columbus, O. Al- 
though in operation for only a short 
time, the new garden store has al- 
ready proved its popularity with 
Columbus gardeners and made many 
new landscaping customers for the 
firm. 

Owned by Bert Kleinmaier and 
Walter Burwell, the Burwell Nurs- 
eries Co. was established 30 years 
ago and is essentially a retail land- 
scaping nursery operation, with 30 
acres of diversified planting material 
from which to draw. The firm’s new 
garden store was a result of the 
rapidly growing interest in garden- 
ing and the attendant increase in the 
sales volume of garden supplies. An 
additional building became _neces- 
sary to house the firm’s extensive 
line. Half the store is used to display 
garden tools, mowers, fertilizers, in- 
secticides and dry bulbs in season. 
The other half is devoted to indoor 
and outdoor planters, plants for 
planters, a garden library, flower 
containers, patio and garden furni- 
ture and accessories. 


Contemporary Architecture 


The architecture of the garden 
store is conservative contemporary. 
The building is of brick and block 


construction with a Flexicore roof 
and treated concrete floor. The en- 
tire front and half of each end are 
glass-enclosed. An elaborate wiring 
system permits the selective use of 
fluorescent ceiling lights, spotlights 
or floodlights on any or all parts of 
the sales area. The salesroom proper 
is 34x90 feet. There is a 12-foot roof 
extension at each end, giving an over- 
all length of 114 feet. A 25x50-foot 
storage area adjoins to the north. 
An intercommunication system con- 
nects the new building and lath house 
to the existing office and service 
building. 
Comfortable Sitting Area 


One of the features of the building 
is a comfortably furnished sitting 
area beside a 12-foot-wide, floor-to- 
ceiling garden window. Here the 
bored husband can read a business 
magazine while his wife decides 
which planter would look best on her 
mantel; or grandma can just sit and 
enjoy the view of the patio garden 
while the family arranges for the 
landscaping. 

Another attractive feature of the 
garden store is the adjoining patio 
and patio garden. A 16x25-foot blue 
Fiberglas roof shelters part of the 
patio, including the built-in char- 
coal grills and dining area. An Eng- 
lish lead wall fountain adds interest 
to the 6-foot brick wall enclosing this 
colorful garden. While patio and 
garden furniture and accessories are 
displayed here, the patio is also avail- 
able for use as a meeting place for 
garden clubs and similar groups. 


Both patio and garden offer complete 
privacy and are lighted by concealed 
spotlights and floodlights. 

The parking, display, lath house 
and lawn areas have all been land- 
scaped in keeping with the building 
and new trends in planting. All gar- 
dened areas are designed to display 
both plants and accessories suited to 
the present trend to casual living. 

Cash-and-carry plant sales are 
handled from the adjoining lath 
house. Here, in an area 60x110 feet, 
a sample line of plants is kept in bins 
so that it will not be necessary for 
customers to go about the nursery’s 
grounds to make selections unless 
they desire to. Landscape and nurs- 
ery business is conducted, as in the 
past, from the office building 


Because of the prominent location 
at the edge of the city and on Route 
40, considerable thought and plan- 
ning was given to both parking 
facilities and floodlighting. About 
100 cars can park easily and con- 
veniently in several parking areas. 
These areas are all floodlighted at 
night, as the store hours are 8 a. m. 
to 8 p. m. 

One of the outstanding things 
about Burwell’s—contributory in 
part not only to the firm’s success, 
but also to the success and increas- 
ingly respected position of the in- 
dustry as a whole—is its broad ac- 
tivity in local, state and national 
nurserymen’s organizations.

TESTS SOIL CONDITIONER 

A test of a synthetic soil condi- 
tioner was recently made by Edward 
J. Bowles, of the division of agri- 
cultural sciences, University of Cali- 
fornia, to determine its influence on 
total root growth and _transpl: 
operations in beds of commercially 
grown chrysanthemums. 

Customarily, cuttings are taken in 
the spring and rooted in beds of 
sand, after which they are moved to 
open ground beds for additional 
growth before being finally trans- 
planted into the cloth house of flow- 
ering beds. 

One such rooting or nurse bed was 
treated with soil conditioner when 
the soil—a clay loam—was in ideal 
condition and rototilled. At the treat- 
ment rate of 10 pounds per 500 
square feet, there was a remarkable 
improvement in the aggregation of 
the soil. 

The improved soil aggregation 
permitted good plant growth, and 
there was much less damage to roots 
when the plants were dug for trans- 
planting to the flowering beds. The 
digging operation was easier and 
faster. When the soil was loosened 
with a fork the plants could be pulled 
from the beds in groups of five or 
six. A few shakes removed the soil 
from the roots with little or no loss 
of feeder roots. 

In untreated soil the plants had to 
be dug out and the soil removed by 
hand from each plant, with a heavy 
loss of roots. 

A better root development by 
those varieties usually slow to root 
and develop in nurse beds was noted 
on plants in the treated bed. 
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Review of 1953 Tree Situation 
Suggests Needed Future Work

Now that summer of 1953 is his- 
tory, let us relax for a few moments 
and think about it. Let us consider 
some of the events that transpired 
and how they affected trees and 
tree work. The past usually fore- 
casts the future with considerable 
accuracy, and a backward look may 
help us to plan a little more intelli- 
gently for next year’s work. 

In the midwest, scurfy and Euro- 
pean elm scale appeared in tremen- 
dous numbers early in the spring. 
Hatching occurred early because of 
unusually mild weather, and early 
in May the twigs and the developing 
leaves of many elms were literally 
covered with the young crawlers. 
Possibly the mild winter of 1952-53 
was of benefit to the scale insects: 
at any rate, these, as well as the 
Forbes, Putnam, lecanium and ob- 
scure scale, seemed to be definitely 
on the increase throughout the mid- 
west this year. We can reasonably 
expect a heavy infestation next year. 

In the Chicago area, at least, the 
dormant spray season was short. 
Wind and rain added to the diffi- 
culties of spraying. Undoubtedly, 
much more dormant spraying was 
needed than was done; it is a good 
guess that most private arborists re- 
ceived more orders for dormant 
spraying than they could fill in the 
time that elapsed between freezing 
weather and leaf development. 

Unfortunately, this combination 
of a short dormant spray season 
and windy, rainy weather is the 
rule rather than the exception in 
many sections of the country. This 
situation, since dormant spraying is 
a profitable phase of arboriculture, 
is responsible for a work performance 
which, sometimes, is not up to the 
standards that every ethical arborist 
seeks to maintain. There is a ten- 
dency to begin spraying too early in 
the season, continue it too late and 
spray almost regardless of wind and 
rainy weather. 

Even under the best of conditions 
it is exceedingly difficult, if not im- 
possible, to spray a_ scale-infested 
tree so thoroughly that every branch 
is covered. In an experiment ob- 
served the past spring, trees infested 
with both scurfy and European elm 
scale were sprayed from every con- 
ceivable angle, and care was used to 


follow the branches out to the tips 
with the spray stream. About twice 
the volume of spray material was 
used than is generally considered 
necessary for thorough coverage. Yet 
later in the season when these trees 
were examined carefully, streaks and 
misses in the spray pattern were 
plainly revealed by the presence of 
living scale insects. It was possible 
to determine almost to the inch on 
a branch, in many cases, where ade- 
quate coverage ended and poor or 
no coverage began. Carefully check- 
ing the results of a spray job that has 
been done with more than ordinary 
care will indelibly imprint upon 
one’s mind the necessity of thorough- 
ness in applying dormant sprays. 
What is the solution to the prob- 
lem of scale insect control? Does it 
lie in applying dormant sprays in 
both the spring and fall? This is a 
possibility, although some injury has 
been reported from fall spraying. 
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Does it lie in the purchase of more 
sprayers even though they are seldom 
used except during the dormant 
spray season? Some arborists have 
met the problem in this manner. It 
would seem that the best solution 
lies in the development and use of 
spray materials that are noninjurious 
to foliage but toxic to scale insects 
while they are in the crawler stag 
and during the time that the pro- 
tective shell is in the process of for- 
mation. Some experimental work of 
this nature has been done by at 
least one large manufacturer of in- 
secticides, and the results, to date, 
are definitely promising for control 
of some species of scale insects. It 
will benefit arborists and shade trex 
owners alike if this experimental 
work is continued until the formula- 
tion is perfected to the point that 
consistently satisfactory kills of scale 
insects can be achieved. 


Cankerworms Numerous 


Cankerworms, like the scale in- 
sects, were much more numerous in 
1953 than for some years previously. 
The upward curve of the popula- 
tion cycle of this insect in the mid- 
west began in 1952: the increase 
continued this year and, barring the

He 
still values a gold watch awarded 
to him in 1908 by a prominent nurs- 
ery firm of the day for being its 
top salesman.

Propagation 


Propagating 
Koster 
Spruce 


By James S. Wells 


In reading through the transcribed 
proceedings of the last Plant Propa- 
gators Society meeting recently, I 
noticed that a question was asked 
about the propagation of Koster 
spruce which was never answered, 
and, as I promised to give an answer, 
it would seem that it is high time 
that some action was taken. 

The problems associated with the 
vegetative propagation of blue spruce 
varieties seem insurmountable to 
many growers, and this perhaps ac- 
counts to some extent for the con- 
tinued high prices placed on this 
stock at all stages of its development. 
While I certainly favor good plants’ 
being sold for an adequate sum, the 
continued high prices asked for Kos- 
ter spruce, Thomson spruce, Moer- 
heim and Hoops spruce are alto- 
gether out of reason, and if the mar- 
ket for these plants is to be properly 
met at a reasonable level, we have to 
produce economically. How can this 
best be done? 


Just before I came to this country 
in 1946, I had the good fortune to 
spend a week at Boskoop, Holland, 
which is, of course, the greatest 
plant-producing area in the world. 
Koster spruce is an important crop 
to the Dutch growers so that they 
have naturally carried out a consid- 
erable amount of research on the 
problems associated with the pro- 
duction of this plant, and I was able 
to discuss this work with the people 
who had carried it out. With this 
information as a base upon which to 
work, we began experimenting our- 
selves at Koster Nursery to deter- 
mine just how best to use this knowl- 
edge in this country. One of the main

difficulties in using knowledge of this 
kind is the wide differences of cli- 
mate and growing conditions which 
exist between nurseries. As one 
grower recently put it, “I consider 
data obtained away from home of 
limited value,” and to a certain ex- 
tent this is true. However, with the 
general background of the Dutch in- 
formation we were able to arrive at 
some clear conciusions within three 
years, and there conclusions have 
been proved L} consistent results in 
our subsequent seasons. 

Grafting 

The Dutch growers and most prop- 
agators in this country maintain 
production by grafting. In order to 
obtain good stands from our graft- 
ing, we find that we have to follow 
a clearly defined sequence of opera- 
tions. If we do this, our results are 
consistently good. Let us first con- 
sider the production of the under- 
stocks, 

It would seem reasonable to use 
seedlings of Picea pungens, the Colo- 
rado spruce, as an understock, be- 
cause Koster spruce is a selection 
from this plant, but this is not so. 
One of our first tests was conducted 
using Colorado spruce, but results 
were clearly not so good as with the 
use of the standard understock, Picea 
abies, Norway spruce. We sow seed 
of the Norway spruce in carefully 
prepared beds early in the spring 
using a well-worked, somewhat sandy 
soil to insure rapid germination and 
the production of a fibrous root sys- 
tem. Thin sowing is essential because 
we want strong, stocky, well-filled 
seedlings, not tall, thin, leggy ones. 
Maintenance of a regular irrigation 


schedule causes seed to germinate 
rapidly and produces strong seed- 
lings two or three inches in height 
by the end of the first season. Early 
in the spring of the second year the 
beds are cleaned up and a light 
dressing of fertilizer applied. This 
may be repeated toward the middle 
of the summer if the plants seem to 
show the need. Constant irrigation, 
plus a spray with Ovotran to elimi- 
nate red spider, brings about rapid 
development of these seedlings. They 
should be about six inches in height 
and somewhat less than pencil thick 
by the end of September or early 
October. At the end of the second 
growing season the young seedlings 
can be lifted for immediate potting, 
or the plants can be left undisturbed 
until early the following spring. The 
choice of time for potting will de- 
pend largely upon local conditions. 
Here in southern New Jersey, I pre- 
fer fall potting because it allows the 
seedlings to make new roots before 
winter sets in and thus have a good 
uninterrupted start the following 
spring. But if the winters are unusu- 
ally severe, it is best to defer potting 
until the spring. However, the plants 
need to be potted on when soil and 
weather temperatures are cool. 

If potted late in the spring, new 
root growth will already be active 
and the plants will suffer a severe 
shock. Once the plants are in pots, 
the propagator should plunge them 
in a frame or plunging bed, covering 
the top of the pots and there main- 
taining them under irrigation to en- 
courage the maximum growth both 
above and below ground. A check 
should be made at this time for signs

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Promoting Nursery Sales

There are many similarities be- 
tween the business operations of the 
nurseryman and the manufacturer. 
From an economic viewpoint they 
operate in about the same way. Like 
the manufacturer, the nurseryman 
has turned increasingly to mass pro- 
duction. A greater degree of speciali- 
zation is now found in the nursery 
industry. There is much, therefore, 
that nurserymen can learn and adapt 
from the operations of manufac- 
turers. 

We cannot, however, forget the 
differences between the nursery and 
manufacturing industries. One big 
difference separates them—the nurs- 
eryman has considerably less con- 
trol of his product than the manu- 
facturer because of the vagaries of 
nature. Also, nurserymen as a group 
have smaller average gross sales in 
relation to total investments in land, 
building and equipment than do 
manufacturers, and in this respect 
nurserymen are out of line. Insofar 
as I am aware, in no other field does 
one have to be both an artist and an 
all-around businessman. 

In general, there is insufficient long 
run or sustained demand creation on 
the part of nurserymen as a group. 
There is also an amazing lack of 
point of sales advertising (outdoor 
posters, signs, maps) of the exact 
location of nurserymen’s places of 
business. There is also insufficient 
accessibility of sales grounds, regard- 
less of whether a firm sells at whole- 
sale, retail or on consignment; in 
this, nurserymen all have one prob- 
lem in common. 

There are no longer any geograph- 
ical monopolies because of transpor- 
tation charge differentials, with the 
possible exception of potted plants. 
The over-all need of nurserymen to- 
day is to broaden their base of opera- 
tions to achieve a year-around vol- 
ume rather than a seasonal one and 
in this manner help reduce operating 
expenses. 

There is infinitely more research 
needed. It has been estimated that 
less than one fifth of the nursery in- 
dustry’s total potential market is be- 
ing sold. It behooves each nursery- 
man to recheck his marketing chan-

nels whether they be wholesalers, 
commission houses, cooperative flow- 
er markets or retailers, and if they 
are not doing their jobs, it may be 
necessary to seek independent promo- 
tional action. In addition, a nursery- 
man can contact personally the large 
chains and supermarkets to market 
many of the novelties of one form or 
another which are developed. Super- 
markets branching out into scram- 
bled merchandising, where there is 
no limit to the kind of goods they 
carry, represent economical broad- 
ening of high volume outlets for all 
nurserymen. 

Essentially there are two kinds of 
sales promotion; one is advertising 
and the other is personal selling. In 
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general, advertising methods used in 
marketing specialties are similar in 
many respects to those used by the 
nurserymen. Most nurserymen who 
have self-service need more signs, as 
well as definite explanations and 
descriptions of each item, with all 
prices clearly labeled. There is en- 
tirely too much secrecy in the trade 
as a whole and, on the other hand, 
nurserymen too often assume that 
potential customers know all about 
growing and planting. It is estimated 
that 90 per cent of the customers 
know little or nothing about the care, 
planting and skill that are involved 
in raising nursery stock. Not only 
must signs with clearly marked prices 
be displayed, but information about 
the plants is also needed. Such signs 
as “Come in and look around” are 
sadly lacking in most nurseries and 
garden shops. 

I would venture to say that few 
nurserymen keep the names and ad- 
dresses of “walk-in” customers, who

something about contemporary work 
than any other group, although nurs- 
erymen have excellent opportunities, 
too. 

We must remember that customers 
like a complete job. They would 
rather deal with one person who can 
do the whole thing, including de- 
sign, concrete work, masonry, car- 
pentry, plumbing, painting, grading, 
planting, seeding, etc., than with a 
different individual for each opera- 
tion. One competent person with a 
good organization should be able to 
do all of these things and at the 
same time produce better work for 
less money. 

Members of the professional de- 
sign societies—-architects, landscape 
architects and engineers pro- 
hibited by their organizations from 
entering into construction work. I 
question the wisdom of this separa- 
tion of design and construction, but 
the fact remains that they are sep- 
arated and undoubtedly will remain 
so for some time to come.

Some landscape contractors are 
doing good work in design, construc- 
tion and planting, but their num- 
bers are so few and their locations 
so scattered that they are hardly 
worth mentioning in terms of the 


amount of work that is waiting to be 
done. 

For these reasons the landscape 
nurseryman, or any nurseryman 
equipped for doing a complete job, 
is in an excellent position to perform 
a great service to many of the na- 
tion’s homeowners and at the same 
time to make a good profit in an 
enjoyable manner during the periods 
of the year when the moving of 
plants is usually at a standstill. 


Please understand me _ correctly 
though—I am certainly not saying 
that nurserymen are doing a good 
job in landscape design or construc- 
tion; I am not even saying that they 
are capable of handling it at the 
present time; but I am saying that a 
wonderful opportunity awaits nurs- 
erymen if they will prepare them- 
selves and accept it. 

The traditional styles of landscape 
design are, of course, the formal and 
the informal or naturalistic. The for- 
mal style, with its axis of ancient 
Egyptian birth, has served us well 
for around 4,000 years—or at least. 
it has served us. The naturalistic 
style, though during a much shorte1 
course of time, has enjoyed moments 
of extreme popularity. Each of these 
has been popular at certain periods 
in the past, but the time has come 
when we not only need but are also 
undergoing fundamental changes in 
our ways of living which require a 
release from both the sterile, axial 
arrangements of the formal and the 
blind subservience to nature of the 
informal. Today we have a whole 
new set of values which guide us into 
the ramifications of contemporary 
design, for contemporary design is

Salesman Using Portable Slide Viewer in Sales Presentation. 


Slide Viewer Aids Sales 


A simple, low cost method of 
presenting brightly illuminated color 
pictures of landscape designs, garden 
construction and planting materials 
has recently been made available and 
is proving a valuable sales aid to 
nursery salesmen. The new device, 
a portable viewer called “port-a- 
view,” was built with the salesman 
himself in mind and incorporates 
advantages which make visual sales 
presentation effective. The new de- 
vice provides high picture quality, 
yet requires a minimum of room 
darkening. Eyestrain is held to a 
minimum. Make-ready or setting up 
for the showing is rapid, unobtrusive 
and quiet. The visualizing unit is 
easily portable, small and as light 
in weight as possible. The projection 
is automatic, so as to permit the 
salesman to concentrate on his story 

With this new and improved visual 
aid, an appointment may be made on 


this alluring basis: “I have some 
interesting pictures of landscape 
designs I'd like to show’ you 
Mrs. Barnes—how about Wednes- 


day afternoon?” 

The viewer is of special value in 
picturing landscapes, large or bulky 
trees and shrubs or varieties which 
are uncommon or with which the 
prospect is unfamiliar. 

Also, the viewer is of value as an 
aid to the salesman in keeping to 
the sequence of a sales talk. One 
sales manager explains this advan- 
tage in this way: 

“One of the great problems in 
handling a present-day sales staff 
is to see that every salesman tells 
the sales story with his facts in the 


correct sequence and his emphasis 
on the same points as the other field 
men. Rarely, if ever, can procedure 
in a sales canvass be kept uniform 
without a practical method of hold- 
ing the individual salesman to the 
sequence.” 

It is one thing to work out an 
approved sales procedure for sales- 
men to follow but quite another 
thing to have salesmen follow it. 
Every sales talk is subject to diver- 
sionary interruptions which are 
usually much for the average 
representative to control by himself. 
On the other hand, if he has a set of 
36 or so illuminated pictures to hold 
him to his story and keep the pros- 
pect’s attention on the facts being 
the approved pro- 
cedure will be automatically kept 
on the track. 

One great advantage of the sys- 
tem is that printed titles may be 
lettered or printed on the slides or 
on separate title slides to augment 
the pictured facts with clarifications 
and amplifications and to suggest 
ideas to the salesman on the job. 

It is also possible, because of the 
interchangeability of the slides, to 
withdraw slide pictures of trees and 
shrubbery and replace them with 
pictures of more abundant varieties 
or new varicties at low cost and with 
little delay.

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Plant Notes Here and There 


An eastern reader asks for direc- 
tions for propagating delphiniums 
from cuttings and divisions. The fol- 
lowing may not be the best modern 
practice, but I do not find any 
secrets(?) exposed in the books, 
and these are the methods we found 
best in former years. 

Cuttings are made of new basal 
growths in spring, when they are 
about three inches long. We always 
dipped the cut ends (made near a 
node) in powdered charcoal as soon 
as made, though one of the modern 
root-promoting chemicals would 
probably be preferred now. The cut- 
tings are then inserted in small pots 
of sterilized sand and placed in a 
close frame, where they are kept just 
moist enough to prevent flagging. 
Whether indoors or outside, the 
frame should be partly shaded, pref- 
erably, I think, by the ordinary lath 
screen, When rooted, transfer them 
to larger pots of leaf mold and sandy 
soil. Divisions are made by digging 
a clump and cutting the stool to sin- 
gle crowns with a piece of old root 
attached. These should then be pot- 
ted in light, sandy soil. 


Statice 


Another correspondent writes that 
he has an especially good plant of 
statice which he would like to propa- 
gate, but has been unable to strike 
a cutting, and seeds do not come 
true. He will find, I think, that cut- 
tings about two inches long of the 
fleshy roots made in autumn and 
handled after the following schedule 
will prove successful: Fill an ordinary 
flat about half full of light soil and 
cover it with what old-time florists 
know as silver sand; lay out the cut- 
tings in rows about an inch apart 
and sprinkle more sand over them; 
cover them with about a half inch 
of the light soil, and put the flat in a 
covered frame. If spring cuttings are 
preferred, they usually give best 
results when given slight bottom 
heat. 


Viola Striata 


I do not find the reference at the 
moment but, as I remember it, Viola 
striata was classed by Mrs. Wilder 
among what she called violet riffraff. 
As others speak of it in the same 
vein, a good plant is likely to become 
a permanent fixture on the garden 
black list. That would be a sad state 
of affairs for, although it could and

probably would become a nuisance 
in moist shady places, its merits (a 
pretty, deep cream-colored or white 
flower and a blooming season that 
covers most of the time from May 
until October in Michigan) deserve 
the consideration of gardeners with 
certain difficult landscape problems 
to solve. 

First of all, if one has a shady 
place that is difficult to keep clothed, 
this violet will not only produce a 
thick, green carpet but, while it is 
doing that, a sprinkling of cream or 
white will light up the dark corners 
throughout most of the summer. 
Again, it can be made a rock garden 
ornament, either in sun or shade. 
Because of its long, rather lax 
growths (sometimes two feet long in 
moist soil in shade), it takes a little 
care to keep it presentable in the 
rock garden, though an occasional 


nipping of the long runners induces 
it to form compact clumps, which 
are always ornamental. 

Example: I visited a garden a few 
years ago in which I had made a 
planting of this violet about a decade 
before and was happily surprised to 
find that the plants, under the skill- 
ful guidance of their owner, were 
still among the nicest ornaments in 
an eastward-facing wall. They had 
been kept trimmed to compact 
clumps all the years and looked as if 
they might continue to make thei: 
part of the garden a better place for 
years to come. It is easily grown 
from fall-sown seeds or from cut- 
tings of fresh growths, and it is an 
accommodating plant, doing well in 
sun or shade, moist or fairly dry 
soil.

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garden with their noses, for it is one 
of the most intensely and pleasantly 
fragrant of pinks. It is both perma- 
nent (the plants mentioned previous- 
ly are probably 15 years old) and 
easily grown in any light soil in sun. 
It makes a spiny clump of green, not 
over two or three inches high, from 
which spring 6 to 8-inch stems, each 
bearing small, fringed, fragrant, 
white flowers later (July and August 
here) than most pinks. You probably 
do not need to be reminded that its 
late blooming season is another fac- 
tor in its favor. 

The mention of pinks in the fore- 
going paragraph reminds me that 
there is a note on the desk asking 
what they meant in old-time litera- 
ture when they mentioned Dianthus 
Sweet Johns. 

My understanding of the name is 
that it represents a series of garden 
hybrids or forms of which Dianthus 
superbus seems to have been the 
greatest determining factor. They 
were prominent in the 17th century 
and perhaps later, but no doubt have 
been lost to cultivation, though it is 
not beyond the realm of possibility 
that they are represented in some 
modern hybrids, especially in those 
with deeply fringed petals. Modern 
pinks are so complexly crossed that 
it is impossible to say much that is 
definite about their blood lines, and 
the origins of old-time forms were 
rarely recorded. 

Dianthus Napoleon IIT 


So long as pinks are in mind, it 
may be well to mention a few experi- 
ences with that splendid old hybrid, 
Napoleon III, which figured promi- 
nently in our gardens a score of 
years ago, before it disappeared 
entirely from the American scene. 
The decision to discuss the old gen- 
tleman is prompted by the announce- 
ment of an eastern nursery that it 
is ready to distribute the plant 
again, after importing fresh propa- 
gating stock from Europe recently. 
The announcement that the nursery 
had grown stock from a small impor- 
tation in sufficient numbers for 
national distribution makes 
familiar with the plant’s idiosyncra- 
sies wonder how it was done. In fact 
its habit of blooming itself to death 
in a year, or usually two at the out- 
side, without producing a single 
sterile shoot for propagating is no 
doubt the main reason for its disap- 
pearance from American gardens. 
Unless the plant’s habits have been 
changed during the past decade, you 
will need to keep that fact in mind 
when you add “Nap” to your 
schedule.

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young nurseryman, who told me that 
the English give the plant a rich soil, 
preferably one filled with well-rotted 
manure, and a cool situation, to in- 
duce it to produce propagating 
wood. I can go with them on the 
“cool situation,” because we found 
that part shade usually added to its 
life span. But to expect a highly fer- 
tile soil to induce the production of 
sterile wood rather than flowers does 
not fit in with my experience; so | 
shall have to wait to see what experi- 
ence shows. In the meantime, you 
might try the plan when you com- 
mence to grow the plant, which you 
will probably have to do in self- 
protection. When you do, will you 
please let me know the results? I 
realize that I am letting myself in for 
a lot of work by asking that favor; 
the last time I made a similar request 
there were more than 300 replies, 
but it was worth it. 

To return to the plant, I hope you 
do not buy it with the idea that it 
has no faults except that of a poor 
constitution, because it has, includ- 
ing rather floppy growth—more, in 
fact, than one would expect in an 8 to 
10-inch plant. Its credit side so far 
outweighs its faults, however, that 
one would be justified in giving it 
twice the attention needed to keep 
it going. Its principal credit, of 
course, is a double, fragrant flower 
of a lovely shade of crimson 
let), produced abundantly in June 
and July and usually more sparingly 
later. 

While on the subject, let us con- 
sider one more request: “What do 
you make of Dianthus atkinsoni?” 
writes a New Jersey reader. Brother, 
I do not make much of it. If Bailey 
is correct in assuming that it does 
not seed, I never had the plant, for 
seeds from England marked D. 
atkinsoni were the source of mine. 
And I suspect that the seeds did not 
represent the true thing, the result- 
ing plants being far from uniform, 
and certainly not all were the single- 
flowered, blood red that atkinsoni is 
said to be.

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example; L. flavum is another, 
though a far less familiar one. Why 
the one should be so well-known and 
the other so neglected is not appar- 
ent, unless it has come from state- 
ments in the older literature that 
L. flavum is only half-hardy. It 
does not, however, deserve that repu- 
tation without some qualification. 
Plants grown here from seeds from 
southern Austria were unequal to 
their first severe winter, while others 
from Bulgaria never whimpered 
under really punishing cold. All of 
this indicates, no doubt, that there 
is a difference in hardiness of mate- 
rial from different parts of its range. 

Like most other flaxes, it is an 
accommodating plant, asking only 
for sunshine and a well-drained spot, 
and gets along on the most meager 
diet. In fact, I have long had the 
notion that the poorer the soil 
though not to a point where ster- 
ility would mean actual starvation), 
the better the floral display will be. 
And that can be a lovely exhibition, 
when the foot-tall, erect stems, 
clothed in dark green leaves, are 
carrying their display of golden-yel- 
low flax flowers. The performance 
commences in June in this latitude 
and is at its height during that month 
and the next, dwindling to a close 
in August or September.

Achillea 


Achillea is another tangle of 
names; it is also a tangle of weeds 
among a few good garden plants.

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purple. It will be seen that here is 
material to suit most garden associa- 
tions. Stature is less variable, usually 
staying around 10 inches. Cultural 
needs do, however, vary quite a little, 
and one could conceivably find plants 
from different parts of the world de- 
manding a range of soils all the way 
from acid to alkaline. As most of the 
material in gardens has come from 
Europe, where the species seems to 
be mostly confined to the limestone 
ranges, it is probably safe to say that 
alpine asters growing in most gar- 
dens will respond best when given a 
limestone soil. That and moisture 
during the growing season should 
keep this composite happy, and then 
it is one of spring’s better offerings. 

Before writing this note on scor- 
zonera, I went to Hortus to find out 
the latest interpretation of the spe- 
cific names, and I am now worse ofl 
than I was before, for I find that the 
botanists give Scorzonera rosea as a 
synonym of S. purpurea. That may 
be correct from the botanists’ view- 
point, but it is combining two quite 
distinct garden plants. As I have 
grown the two plants from European 
seeds, S. rosea seldom exceeded six 
inches in height and its flowers were 
a lovely shade of rose, while S. pur- 
purea was as much as two feet in 
height and the flower color was much 
darker, approaching a violet-purple 
shade. Thompson tells us that the 
small one (S. rosea of Waldstein) is 
a rare plant, although widely dis- 
tributed in the Alps and in the Car- 
pathians. If you get it and will give 
it a light, gritty soil in full sun, you 
will have one of the better easy al- 
pines of early summer.

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


GARDEN PERSONALITIES 


Generally, when we think of gar- 


dens and gardening, we think of 
them independently of all other 
things. Yet this is a mistake, for gar- 


dens have personalities and, what is 
more important, express the per- 
sonality of the gardener. In addition, 
gardens, their design, composition 
and make-up, are influenced by cli- 
mate, history, geography, the tenor 
of the times and prosperity or its 
lack. 

Traveling around the country, 
could make an interesting study of 
the representative gardens in small 
For instance, many influences 
attractive Vermont vil- 
lages, with their wide main streets, 
towering elms, pretty white houses 
and fence-enclosed yards and flower 
gardens. The cold climate, the 
rugged topography, the difficulties 
or earning a living from the soil and 
the solemn, frugal, New Englander’s 
character all had their effect on vil- 
lage life and upon the nature of the

The homes and gardens of the 
New England coastal towns, instead 
of being constructed merely to with- 
stand deep snows and long, cold 
winters, are built against Atlantic 
storms and offer a different kind of 
coziness. Trees are much smaller and 
the land rockier and sandier, with 
different types of plant materials pre- 
dominating. 

In spite of the climate, the soil and 
the short growing season, gardening 
and interest in gardening have al- 
ways been a vital part of New Eng- 
land life and have reached a peak 
there not approached until recently 
in other sections of the country. A

One finds many new factors in- 
fluencing gardens in the Middle At- 
lantic states, particularly the area 


around Philadelphia. The people in 
this area, who were influenced orig- 
inally by different religions and atti- 
tudes, a much less rigorous climate 
and richer soils, have built homes and 
gardens that show less struggle with 
nature. They encompass more ex- 
tensive areas and larger units and 
are characterized by somewhat more 


aloofness. Large, brilliantly land- 


scaped estates seem cold and grand, 
but the beautiful Pennsylvania stone- 
house beside the pike in gently roll- 
ing countryside can be the best in 
warm friendliness. 

A tremendous change in garden 
styles is met in tidewater Maryland 
and Virginia. Here, for good or bad. 
pre-Civil War thought still influences 
the garden. The soil is rich, the win- 
ters are mild and the summers long 
and hot. Gardens are extensive and 
grass areas large. Boxwoods and ever- 
greens are popular, and trees are 
more characteristic than flowers. The

found in the garden and gives a feel- 
ing of coolness. 

One could continue up and down 
the country and across to the Pacific 
noting how climate, mountains, 
desert, irrigation and plains affect 
garden types and styles. Similarly, 
one would find localities strongly in- 
fluenced by Spanish, Dutch, Italian, 
English and other nationalities. The 
garden styles, modified by these im- 
portations, are, for the most part, 
attractive hybrids, with an over-all 
influence that is America itself. 


THE JUDAS TREE 

A couple of springs ago I was 
driving in the country and noticed a 
great mass of pink-flowering trees 
growing along the shore line and 
about one-half mile from the high- 
way. Our woods are full of the 
Judas tree, or cercis, but never had 
I seen such a massive show of blooms. 
The trees were in an almost pure 
stand or grove and were growing be- 
tween a wheat field and the water, 
mostly on a bank about 12-to 15 
feet above the river. I stopped my 
car and, since I usually carry my 
color camera, went across the field 
to photograph them. When I reached 
the trees I saw a beautiful sight, and 
I am sure that the cherry blossoms at 
Washington did not impress me any 
more than these plants did. The 
flowers were so numerous that the 
delicate fragrance filled the air and 
the hum of thousands of bees made 
a steady drone. 

I have always looked upon the 
Judas tree as one of my favorite 
flowering trees, but never before did 
I see it flower like that. I went back 
to the same spot last year, but the 
flowering was more modest, although 
still beautiful. 

The native Judas, or redbud, Cercis 
canadensis, is one of those flowering 
trees that should be heavily planted, 
like dogwood. In fact, it flowers at 
almost the same time as dogwood, 
grows well in about the same soil 
conditions and makes a good com- 
bination with it. It is a small tree 
of the pea family, growing to about 
25 feet high, with a trunk up to 
about 12 inches in diameter. It is 
familiar to most nurserymen, yet 
much toc seldom planted. The pink, 
pea-like flowers are borne up and 
down the stem just before the plant 
comes out in leaf. As a rule the 
plant is not a precocious bloomer, 
withholding its heavier bloomings 
until the tree has some age to it; 
however, 6 to 8-foot trees will usually 
flower. The Judas tree has a coarse, 
spreading root system that cannot

About the 
only fault possible find with the 
Judas tree is its occasional 
ceptibility to a blight, which usually 
kills out a limb or two when it at- 
tacks.

Styrax Japonica 

An interesting and beautiful large 
shrub that is limited in its use main- 
ly by its hardiness is Styrax japonica. 
In habit of growth the Japanese 
snowbell is a large, upright-spreading 
shrub or small tree that may reach 
a height of 25 feet or more. It is 
most often seen at mature heights of 
10 to 12 feet since its size is restricted 
by its lack of hardiness. At maturity 
the plant is usually wider than high. 
The cover illustration shows a large 
specimen of the Japanese snowbell. 

Styrax japonica, a native of Japan 
and China, was introduced in this 
country in 1862. The generic name, 
stvrax, is the ancient Greek name 
of Styrax officinalis The species 
name, japonica, refers to its native 
territory, Japan. 

Che ‘leaves of styrax are alternate, 
broad elliptic to oblong, one to three 
inches long and tapering at both 
ends. The leaves are slightly toothed. 
The fine-textured foliage on wide- 
spreading branches is a_ pleasing 
sight. The fall foliage color is red- 
dish yellow. 

Perhaps the most outstanding 
characteristic of the Japanese snow- 
bell is the flowers. The flowers are 
white, about three fourths of an inch 
in diameter. They are borne in a 
pendulous manner on the underside 
of the branches in early June. The 
flowers are slightly fragrant. The 
fruits are a dry or fleshy drupe and 
have ornamental value. 

Rehder classifies Styrax japonica 
as being hardy in zone 5, which 
includes Ohio, but this plant is hard- 
ly reliable in central Ohio. It must be 
used in protected places and then 
may show some injury during cold 
winters. The plant should be used 
in sunny situations. It prefers light, 
well-drained soils. Transplanting is 
best done in spring. It has been 
free from serious pests. Propagation 
is usually by seed, but it can be 
rooted from softwood cuttings. 

Styrax japonica can be used as a 
specimen or in large border plant- 
ings where it is hardy. It should 
be used more abundantly because of 
its good habit of growth, good foliage 


and outstanding flowers.

Changes in U.S.D.A. 


Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson announced on October 13 
a proposed comprehensive reorgan- 
ization of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to place opera- 
tions of the department on a more 
businesslike. efficient and decentral- 
ized basis. 

The reorganization proposal is 
made under the authority of reor- 
ganization plan No. 2, enacted by 
the past session of Congress. That 
plan calls for advance notice of in- 
tention to reorganize. The proposal 
is scheduled to become effective afte1 
there has been opportunity for in- 
terested parties to comment on it. 
The proposals have been made after 
consultation with congressional agri- 
cultural leaders, the national agricul- 
tural advisory commission, repre- 
sentatives of the land grant colleges, 
representatives of the president’s 
committee on reorganization of the 
government, farm organization lead- 
ers and others. 

The new department organization 
puts all of the service agencies of 
the department under four main 
groups: (1) Federal-state relations; 
(2) marketing and foreign agricul- 
ture; (3) agricultural stabilization, 
and (4) agricultural credit. The 
four groups, the present administra- 
tive services group and the solicitor 
will report administratively to the 
secretary. 

“The Department of Agriculture 
as reorganized is designed to meet 
present-day conditions,” Secretary 
Benson said, “particularly in its em- 
phasis on marketing. With this re- 
organization we are ready to admin- 
ister the farm programs which ow 
current-day agriculture requires. 

“We propose to continue and to 
use the community, county and state 
farmer committees which have ad- 
ministered many phases of conserva- 
tion and price support programs. 
These committees will be a part of 
the agricultural stabilization group 
and will have important responsi- 
bilities both in the agricultural con- 
servation program and in the various 
commodity programs such as mar- 
keting quotas and price supports. 

“The reorganization has been de- 
cided upon after the most careful 
study. Our ultimate goal is greater 
decentralization to bring the pro- 
grams closer to farmers.” 

The following are the major 
changes in the department’s struc- 
ture which the reorganization pro- 
posal calls for: Regrouping the 
various research bureaus in the 
present agricultural research admin-

tural research service; establishment 
of an agricultural marketing service 
which will absorb a major part of 
the marketing, research and service 
functions of the production and mar- 
keting administration and many of 
the functions of the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics; establishment of 
a commodity stabilization service 
which will carry on adjustment and 
other functions formerly handled by 
the production and marketing ad- 
ministration, such as acreage allot- 
ments and marketing quotas, and 
carry on price support operations 
of the commodity credit corporation; 
retainment of the present commu- 
nity, county and state farmer com- 
mittees to carry out the programs 
of the commodity stabilization serv- 
ice and the agricultural conservation 
program in the field: transferring of 
the functions of the production and 
marketing administration and the 
bureau of agricultural economics to 
other sources, and_ strengthening 
state soil conservation offices and 
eliminating regional soil conserva- 
tion service offices. 

The farm credit administration 
will become an independent agency 
on December 5, as provided by legis- 
lation passed by the past Congress, 
and is not affected by this action.

The largest rose show ever staged 
at Dallas, Tex., made headlines in 
the local papers during October, in 
spite of inadequate notice of the 
event which prevented the participa- 


tion of numerous rose enthusiasts.

OAK LEAF BLISTER 

Monroe J. Goode, plant patholo- 
gist, of Mississippi, reported that oak 
leaf blister, caused by Taphrina 
coerulescens, a common disease in 
most southern states, is especially 
severe following cool, wet springs, 
though some disease is present every 
year. Infection of leaflets occurs just 
as the oak buds open, not before. 
Applications of eradicant fungicides 
to dormant buds control this dis- 
ease. Applications made when the 
buds are swelling and bursting are 
only partly effective; applications 
made after the leaves have appeared 
are ineffective. 


Bordeaux mixture, Dithane Z-78, 
Dithane D-14 together with zinc 
sulphate, Vancide 51, Manzate, Phy- 


gon-XL, Merculine, Orthocide 406, 
Cop-O-Zinc, Microgel and Tri-basic 
copper sulphate all gave good control 
when applied as a single spray dur- 
ing the winter months when the buds 
were dormant.

Book Reviews 











“GARDEN ENEMIES” 


An extremely useful book entitled 
“Garden Enemies” was published 
this fall by D. Van Nostrand Co., 
New York. The author, Cynthia 
Westcott, who is a well-known plant 
pathologist, writer and lecturer on 
gardens and the author of the ex- 
haustive reference work “Plant Dis- 
ease Handbook,” has here written an 
easy-to-use, 261-page book that dis- 
cusses more than 300 of the com- 
monest pests and 760 diseases in 
about 200 host plants. 

The underlying theme of the book 
is that keeping most plants healthy 
depends in large part upon recogniz- 
ing their enemies. It contains an 
initial section for diagnosis of symp- 
toms and sections that list the ene- 
mies of host plants by the name of 
the host plants for quick reference 
and identification. There are simple 
charts and drawings to enable the 
grower to identify the trouble, a dic- 
tionary of pesticides and a complete 
index. The book is priced at $3.50. 


WILD FLOWERS IN COLOR 


Anyone who is familiar with books 
on wild flowers has at least heard 
of the portfolio of reproductions of 
the water colors made by Mrs. Mary 
Vaux Walcott, who spent 25 years 
journeying all over North America 
with her husband while he collected 
items for the Smithsonian Institute, 
of which he was director. The Smith- 
sonian Institute, about a quarte1 
century ago, published the portfolio 
of 400 such reproductions, one a 
de luxe edition selling at $500 each 
and another in plainer dress selling 
at $100 each.

PROMOTING SALES

represent a great potential repeat 
business market. During the off-sea- 
son more nurserymen should spend 
time giving free layouts to customers. 
As a matter of fact, whenever any 
new construction goes up in the 
neighborhood (and it is certainly 
easy to keep posted on this), it might 
even be worth while to try giving 
away or planting a free shrub on the 
grounds along with supplying a lay- 
out. Such good-will gestures should 
pay off handsomely. To my way of 
thinking, there is nothing so lonely, 
as a single shrub on a lawn and it 
would probably soon have company 
from the giver. This type of adver- 
tising not only creates desire, but 
good will as well. However, advertis- 
ing cannot really succeed unless it is 

used continuously. 

Many nurserymen just sit back 
and do nothing to keep their names 
before the public during the off-sea- 
son. It is absurd to say one cannot 
afford it. There are a great many 
facilities of institutional advertising 
which are available to all at practi- 
cally no cost. Examples of this would 
be living displays on a nursery’s own 
grounds. In addition, more time 
spent sending postal cards, circulars 
and booklets would make new cus- 
tomers. Another idea is to send out 
offers to discuss soil and growing 
problems as a public service in near- 
by daily and weekly newspapers. 
Such offers of free service will serve 
to keep a nursery’s name before the 
public all year rather than during 
one particular season. Nurserymen, 
as a group, should also consider the 
purchase of radio time in order to 
give free lessons in horticulture. The 
amount of response spot broadcasts 
would bring is amazing—regardless 


of season. 
Outdoor Advertising 


When nurserymen specialize, the 
matter of outdoor advertising is of 
utmost importance. Advertising on 
trucks is one example. Most nurs- 
eries’ pickup trucks carry distinctive 
and discreet signs instead of signs 
that sell. Trucks should have large 
signs with exact maps showing how 
to reach a nursery’s place of business 
so that the trucks will provide 
continuous year-around advertising 
wherevet they gO. 

Other advertising media that 
should be considered are urban news- 
papers, in locations where they reach 
new homeowners, the nurseryman’s 
best prospects. Most present nursery 
advertising is directed too generally, 
vet everyone loves flowers and

of red spider and the plants sprayed 
as necessary to keep them scrupu- 
lously clean. If the plants have a 
good initial root system and are 
otherwise healthy in every way, they 
will rapidly take hold and, by the 
middle of the growing season, the 
pots will be filled with roots. The 
plants will make good top growth 
also and will probably finish the final 
growing season somewhat over pencil 
thick in caliper and eight to 10 
inches in height. The pots will be 
well filled with roots and the plants 
might even be considered slightly 
pot-bound. Such plants are _first- 
class understocks for grafting the 
following spring. 
Time to Graft 

The timing of the grafting opera- 
tion varies from grower to grower. 
At Boskoop late August is the time 
considered best, and the plants are 
grafted under double glass. A neigh- 
boring grower of mine uses the same 
procedure with apparently good re- 
sults, but we have never found that 
we obtain such good stands as we do 
if we wait until early March to 
graft. In fact, Koster spruce marks 
the end of the grafting season, be- 
cause it is the last plant that we 
handle. The understocks are brought 
in from the plunging beds, cleaned 
and the base of the_main stem 
trimmed. At the same time we re- 
move the top of the growing shoots 
so that all understocks are reduced 
to a height of about six inches. 

For scions we try to select strong, 
central shoots about six inches long. 
Because of a lack of shoots of this 
kind, it is sometimes necessary to use 
the somewhat smaller side branches 
and, apart from the fact that the re- 
sulting plant is smaller, no obvious 
difference can be seen. Both graft 
with equal success. 

The scion wood must, of course, 
be free from red spider, and as spruce 
plants of all kinds seem susceptible 
to attack from red spider, regular 
spraying or dusting with Ovotran 
on the stock plants as well as the 
understock is necessary to have com- 
pletely clean material for propaga- 
tion. If some doubt exists as to the 
cleanliness of the material with 
which one is working, it is advisable 
to wait until the grafting is finished 
and immediately dust or spray the 
plants in the house. 

The scions are gathered and stored 
in a cool cellar to be used as required. 
They have to be prepared for graft- 
ing by scraping the needles from the 
base of the stem for a distance of 
about two inches. This can be done 
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easily with a sharp knife, without 
damaging the stem. Once stock and 
scion have been prepared as de- 
scribed, we graft, using our usual 
side or veneer graft. This requires 
two cuts on either side of the scion 
and one cut on the understock. When 
making this cut on the understock, 
a flap is removed but is left attached 
to the main stem at the bottom of 
the cut. When the scion is cut on 
both sides, one cut surface fits against 
the inside cut on the understock, and 
the outside cut on the scion is 
covered by the flap. In this way, two 
points of contact are made between 
stock and scion, yet no cut surface is 
open to the air. In making these cuts 
on both stock and scion, the grafting 
knife must be extremely sharp and a 
somewhat sawing motion must be 
used to cut through the plant tissues, 
because the bark is tough and the 
plant immediately exudes rosin when 
it is cut. This makes it difficult to 
produce a clean cut. A rag soaked 
in turpentine should be handy so 
that the knife blade can be wiped 
clean of rosin frequently. 

Point of Union Coated with Wax 


After the scion has been bound to 
the understock with grafting twine, 
we immediately coat the whole of 
the point of union with paraffin wax. 
This is done with a small, 1-inch 
paintbrush and is a somewhat 
tedious procedure but one that can- 
not be omitted. It is not permissable 
to dip the graft in the wax, because 
neither the Koster spruce nor the 
Norway spruce understock will tol- 
erate this. The needles drop off and 
the plant dies. Therefore, the wax 
has to be applied with a brush to the 
local area where the cuts have been 
made. This requires care to insure 
that all cut surfaces and points of 
union between stock and scion are 
covered and protected from direct 
contact with the air. 

Once this waxing is complete, the 
grafts are set up in a cool greenhouse 
on the open bench without any pro- 
tective covering whatsoever. Double 
glass is not used nor is any form of 
humidification. ‘Temperatures are 
maintained at a moderate level, a 
maximum of 65 degrees Fahrenheit, 
if possible, and the plants are 
watered regularly and fairly heavily 
from the hose. Under these moderate 
conditions the union between stock 
and scion proceeds, and within four 
to six weeks it should be possible to 
see the callus forming beneath the 
wax covering. The union of scion to 
understock in all types of spruce is 
not so rapid nor so obvious as it is 
in many other plants. 

The key to success is in the word

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“moderate,” because we have found 
that if somewhat higher tempera- 
tures are used and the plants ar 
forced into activity, results will not 
be so good. Nor will the results be so 
good if more complex methods 
used, such as double glass. At least 
that has been our experience. 


After Care of the Grafts 


As union between stock and scion 
is completed, first the understock and 
later the scions will break into active 
growth. If top growth on the under- 
stocks is vigorous, it may be neces- 
sary to run through the plants and 
trim off about an inch of the main 
stem, taking the new shoots away 
This new growth on the understock. 
while indicating activity in the plant, 
needs to be directed toward the scion, 
and it is best removed before the 
mass of top growth becomes too 
heavy. Toward the end of April th 
understock can again be topped, re- 
ducing it at this time to perhaps 
three or four inches in length. The 
scion should now be in full growth 
also, with perhaps one or two inches 
of new growth. The plants, which 
have at no time been coddled, should 
now be hardened off still more, and 
every effort should be made to re- 
duce daily temperatures by damping 
down, ventilating and shading. By 
the beginning of May most of the 
grafts will have become firmly estab- 
lished and planting them out into 
prepared beds may be considered. A 
well-worked soil somewhat on_ the 
sandy side is best, but it needs to be 
in good heart so that the plants hav 
plenty of fertility upon which to 
draw. 

Growers are divided upon the 
value of leaving the base of the un- 
derstock, with a few branches at- 
tached, on the graft for the first sea- 
son. Some declare that doing so 
encourages the growth of the scion 
while others disagree and remove 
what is left of the understock at the 
time of planting. We have tried both 
ways and cannot see that there is 
much difference. I lean slightly to- 
ward leaving the understock uncut 
until the end of the first growing 
season; but if the union is sound and 
firm, I believe it can be removed en- 
tirely at planting time without harm 
The twine must be cut and loosened 
also, and the grafts should be set out 
so that the point of union is covered 
It is an advantage to mulch the beds 
immediately with either sawdust 01 
peat. They are equally good, and w 
have never noticed any harmful 
effects from a heavy mulch of raw 
pine sawdust. At planting time th 
young plants should be staked, be- 
cause it will be necessary to train the

and I have seen some of the cuttings 
which have been rooted by a simple 
method which has been publicized. 

These were well rooted, but the 
methods used do not, in my opinion, 
require any drastic alteration to nor- 
mal procedures, nor are they in any 
way unusual. The problem can, I 
am sure, be solved and may require 
only minor alteration to normal prop- 
agation practices. To illustrate what 
I mean, I would refer you to the past 
article in which the rooting of Acer 
palmatum atropurpureum cuttings 
was discussed (American Nursery- 
man, October 1, 1953). You will see 
that by careful extension of previous 
practices and by the use of normal 
common sense, reasonable percent- 
ages of well-rooted cuttings were ob- 
tained. 

Tests on Koster Spruce 


Following this same reasoning, we 
put in a number of tests some years 
ago on Koster spruce, and from the 
group of tests we managed to root 
cuttings in one treatment only. Cut- 
tings were taken in March, which 
all growers agree is the best time. 
The needles were stripped from the 
base of the cutting as if the pieces 
were to be used for grafting scions. 
They were wounded, treated with 
various hormones and inserted in a 
greenhouse in different rooting 
mediums. The one treatment which 
rooted cuttings best—13 cuttings out 
of 20—was a treatment with a strong 
powder of indolebutyric acid and in- 
sertion in vermiculite. All other treat- 
ments, in various percentages of sand 
and peat, failed. 

With this one success to guide us, 
we followed the next year with a 
larger batch, but percentages were 
disappointing. We rooted a few hun- 
dred cuttings, but the batch was a 
commercial failure, and this notwith- 
standing the fact that we scrupu- 
lously followed the previously suc- 
cessful test, both as to timing, type of 
cutting, hormone and medium. Since 
that time I have not made further 
tests, but I plan to do this next year. 
I believe that the medium* has a 
definite effect upon the success o1 
failure of these cuttings. One grower 
reports that good rooting depends 
upon the use of pearlite for the me- 
dium. This is a building material 
usually obtainable locally from a 
building supply merchant. Certainly 
I think that treatment with indole- 
butyric acid at 1 per cent strength or 
stronger is required, while all agree 
that the best time is early March. 

There remains the possibility of 
using a fog line, and this also I in- 
tend to test this coming year. Once 
rooted the plants can be brought to

More than 1.000.000 persons at- 
tended the Los Angeles county fair, 
held September 18 to October 4, at 
Pomona, Calif., and at least 90 pet 
cent of those attending visited the 
flower show.

ROSE UNDERSTOCKS 


According to Dr. Samuel Ems- 
weller, chairman of the research 
committee of the American Rose 
Society, European horticulturists 
have been trying out a number of 
different understocks, including vari- 
ous selections. From the Rosa multi- 
flora they have selected four differ- 
ent types that are being used, also 
several types of Rosa canina and 
Rosa laxa, as well as rugosa, rubig- 
inosa, indica major and the old 
manetti. 

Observations indicate that manet- 
ti, which has been so commonly used 
in the past and is still used here, 
is the purest understock of all those 
tried in the experiments. They are 
obtaining good results with caninas, 
and one of the multifloras is also 
holding up well. Interestingly, they 
have found that the color of a flower 
varies with the understock. Some 
understocks are giving a deeper, 
more intense color than others. 

The Europeans are using three 
different varieties for signs. - These 
include a sport of Better Times, 
Golden Rapture and Happiness. 

Experiments with Happiness also 
showed that leaf drop or just ordi- 
nary defoliation differed tremen- 
dously with various understocks all 
handled in the same way. The ex- 
periments are fairly new, and further 
experimentation must be accom- 
plished before anything definite can 
be determined.

many of the items to be tested, it 
was recommended that fertilization 
and pruning be carried on with that 
factor in view. Eye appeal, case 
of packing and neat, attractive 
packaging were summarized as the 
aims of the project. 

The last comment on the subject 
was by Professor Chadwick regard- 
ing an experiment on final use of 
container-grown materials. Check 
plants, balled and burlaped in ac- 
cordance with customary nursery 
practice, were used on a standard 
landscape job along with container- 
grown plants from the same lots of 
materials. The — container-grown 
plants, Professor Chadwick stated, 
showed advanced development char- 
acteristics as compared with the 
check plants.

Remaining Lines of Experimentation 


Considering the remaining 
lines of experimentation, the com- 
mittee concluded that no observable 
results can be looked for on the 
foliar feeding experiment in the first 
vear after transplanting. The com- 
mittee indicated that it would secure 
150 15-inch Euonymus alatus com- 
pactus and 150 2 to 3-foot Syringa 
vulgaris for fall planting.

The final subject of experimenta- 
tion, the dwarfing of a 
selected landscape 
project which will necessarily be of 
relatively long duration. The assem- 
bling of understocks and other plant 
materials needed required almost a 
year, and grafting the desired sub- 
jects has been a slow process. Inver- 
sions and double-working are slow 
work because they are difficult to do 
to acquire a good percentage of 
successful grafts, or they 
because of the need for separate oper- 
ations over several years to produce 
the desired stock for the test plots. 

The investigations on dwarfing 
chemically have proceeded more rap- 
idly, and the nurserymen found the 
students’ test plots interesting, al- 
though further observations of the 
results will be required.

ing ample materials on hand to work 
with in order that repeated trials 
can be made and multiple propaga- 
tion methods can be tested. He 
stated that the committee should 
attempt to foresee its needs far in 
advance in order to obtain some ol 
the understocks and scion pieces 
which are difficult to secure. 

Professor Chadwick reported that 
Juniperus glauca hetzi is being tested 
as an understock. This was _ not 
available when the department of 
horticulture made its juniper under- 
stock trials several vears ago. The 
plants are growing and only time 
is needed to. observe this varietv’s 
performance as an understock. 

After the research problems were 
disposed of the committee carried on 
a short discussion of other matters. 

Plant Collections at Wooster 

An intensive survey of varieties 
has been made in connection with 
the establishment of a collection of 
plants of cydonia and philadelphus 
at Wooster, O. As many varieties as 
can be obtained will be planted this 
fall and next spring. The depart- 
ment of horticulture is making a 
great effort and is supported by 
the nurserymen’s research commit- 
tee. 

Professor Chadwick reported that 
the Ohio Nurserymen’s Association’s 
collection of taxus will be fully 
labeled next spring. A great en- 
deavor will be made to establish 
accurately the names of the taxus 
varicties in the collection at Wooster. 
Ray Keen, a former student at Ohio 
State University, who based the 
thesis for his master’s degree on the 
collection, has returned to the uni- 
versity on leave from his position as 
professor of horticulture at Kansas 
State College, Manhattan, Kan., and 
will study the material for the entir« 
1953-54 scholastic vear. His thesis 
for a doctor’s degree will be based 
on the plants. 

Professor Chadwick noted that the 
taxus plants have grown to good 
size and that the collection has be- 
come a desirable and appreciated 
addition to the Wooster agricultural 
experiment station. 

Some extending and rearrange- 
ments of the collection of ornamen- 
tals are in progress at Wooster. A 
new collection of ilex has been estab- 
lished at the rear of the forestry 
plots. The juniper collection has 
been rearranged, replacements plant- 
ed and new species added, and it was 
reported that the fir and arborvitac 
collections will be given the same 
handling.

were the guests of Mr. and Mrs. 
R. D. Pope, and an equal number 
visited many of the nearby nurs- 
eries. 

At 8:30 p. m. the members of the 
association gathered at the club- 
house of the Winter Haven Wom- 
en’s Club for a general meeting. 
President Charles R. Wedding pre- 
sided at the meeting and recognized 
Dr. H. H. Hume, dean emeritus of 
the University of Florida; Mr. Carl- 
ton; David Stabler, trade meet chair- 
man; Carl Cowsgill, decorations 
chairman, and Paul Frierson, chief 
nursery inspector of the state plant 
board. 

Also recognized, for their work 
in making the trade meet the most 
spectacular of its kind in the south- 
east, were Gervin Pringle, program 
chairman; Mrs. Tootsie Wedding, 
Louise Holmes, Jack O. Holmes 
Dick and Julie Pope and Frank Neff. 

The winners of the judging for 
the best exhibits in the trade meet 
were then announced. The Holmes 
Nursery, which won first prize, is 
operated by Jack O. Holmes, at 
Tampa, Fla., while Alex McRae’s 
River Nursery, Vero Beach, was sec- 
ond, and Henry Frampton’s Croton 
Park Nursery, Miami, won third 
place.

The Florida Nurserymen & Grow- 
ers Association will hold its annual 
convention next May at the Roose- 
velt hotel, Jacksonville, where a 
date is expected to be set for the 
1954 trade meet. 

The association was organized in 
May, 1952, during a convention at 
Miami, Fla. Since its inception the 
organization has greatly improved 
its relationship with the college of 
agriculture of the University of 
Florida and has succeeded in ob- 
taining legislation granting $75,000 
for the hiring of trained experts in 
horticulture to assist with nursery- 
men’s problems. 

The group has been instrumental 
in keeping the nurserymen in the 
same tax classification as the state’s 
farmers and has thereby saved them 
a considerable amount in taxes that 
might have been levied. 

Through the efforts of the associa- 
tion the quality and grades of stock 
all over the state have improved 
considerably, and an _ advertising 
program is now under way that will 
greatly aid members of the group.

The association was organized to 
promote higher standards of nursery 
stock, a higher standard of ethics 
and a continuing endeavor to serve

3. Collaboration with institutions 
of higher learning in Florida horti- 
cultural research.

based on new ideas, new principles 
on which to build instead of the 
worn-out axis or the “S” curve. 

Before we go into the more obvious 
aspects of contemporary design, we 
must say a few words about theory. 
As Garrett Eckbo writes in his excel- 
lent book, “Landscape for Living,” 
published by Duell, Sloan & Pearce, 
Inc., of New York, “Theory is the 
why of doing things; practice is the 
how. Therefore, if practice is know- 
how, theory is know-why.” These 
days too many landscape designers 
are trying to do something without 
analyzing the situation to answer 
honestly the question “Why?” 

For example, today we start out 
with space. We realize that, when a 
lot is bought, more is purchased than 
just the ground area or the vegeta- 
tion upon it. The space above the 
ground is where we are going to live 
and that is where the contemporary 
designer designs. We can carve this 
space into all sorts of shapes. We 
can divide it into tight, little parcels 
or we can shape it more openly. We 
can watch it flow across the terrace 
and into the house through wide 
areas of clear glass, and out again 
and around the pool, and through 
the garden baffles and up over th 
maple tree to the infinite beyond. 

Possibilities Unlimited 

Considerations relative to con- 
temporary design are unlimited 
such things as form, function, line, 
color, texture, pattern and the im- 
portant social outlooks—but our sub- 
ject is broad and we must hasten 
along to other things. However, for 
those who are interested in what 
makes design, I would readily recom- 
mend Norman T. Newton’s book, 
“An Approach to Design,” published 
by the Addison-Wesley Press, ol 
Cambridge, Mass. 

Certain contemporary architects 
tell us that most houses built today 
are 15 years out-of-date the day they 
are finished. The property as a 
whole, as it is usually developed, is 
more old-fashioned than that. Cer- 
tainly we are failing to use contem- 
porary ideas, contemporary miate- 
rials and contemporary construction 
techniques in the outdoor areas 
around our homes. 

Today, more than ever before, it 
is important that the house and lot 
be designed together. That is the 
only way to optimum indoor-outdoo! 
relationships and to avoid the nu- 
merous wastes and inconveniences 
brought about by piecemeal plan- 
ning. Unfortunately, the landscape 
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designer seldom enters the picture 
until the architecture is complete and 
has to do the best he can with such 
things as houses misplaced on the 
jots, with garages, driveways and 
walks in the wrong places and with 
no suitable provision for clothes- 
lines, garbage cans, children’s play 
yards and work areas, to say nothing 
about areas for outdoor living. 


Numerous Factors Influence Design 


As we come strictly to the prob- 
lems of the outdoors, we must re- 
member these things: 

1. Although some parts of the 
country are more outdoors-conscious 
than others, persons in general are 
becoming more and more interested 
in having outdoor space for both 
living and working around their 
homes, for therein lies relief from 
many of today’s tensions. Undoubt- 
edly the residents of the California 
coastal region are better equipped 
for enjoyable outdoor living than 
those of another section of the 
country, thanks to their advanced 
thinking and to a local group of in- 
telligent and imaginative landscape 
architects. 

Sometimes I am told that the 
period of pleasant weather in Michi- 
gan, for example, is too short to pro- 
vide much enjoyable outdoor living, 
and it is therefore reasoned that the 
attempt is not worth the effort. But 
the answer is that, if our season of 
pleasant weather is limited, we 
should make the most of it while 
is here and not stay cooped up 
the boxes which we call our houses 
for the whole long year. The Cati- 
fornians have their problems, too 

heat, strong chilly winds, smog, ex- 
tended dry seasons—but they are 
successfully making an effort to 
adapt their needs to their conditions 
while the rest of us are only sitting, 
watching and envying. 

2. A second item of importance is 
the obvious one that today many 
persons do not have the money nor 
the time to spend on extensive lawns 
and flower gardens. This normally 
means having smaller developments 
that the owners can take care of 
themselves; it means using such 
things as ground covers and pavings 
which require little upkeep. 

}. Perhaps most readers would not 
anticipate this next item, but we 
must concede that the automobile 
plays a significant part in the daily 
life of almost every family. It brings 
with it the need for a driveway and 
some sort of roof to protect the auto- 
mobile from the elements. The time 
is gone when thoughtful people run 
the car around the house and keep it

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in a separate shelter, as though it 
were the horse of days gone by. 
Instead, we want it as close to the 
house as we can have it. For con- 
venience and economy we want it on 
the street side of the house. Shorter 
driveways not only cost less but also 
save space for other uses and in 
many regions make snow removal a 
much lighter chore. The past winter 
I had a good many chuckles in driv- 
ing through the older, high-class 
residential areas of East Lansing 
with their long driveways, which led 
around the houses to garages in the 
back, and which were lined with 5- 
foot piles of snow. 

4. Next, I would list the necessity 
for privacy in our outdoor living 
spaces. Contemporary living means 
outdoor living, and for good outdoor 
living we need a good supply of 
privacy—privacy for rest and re- 
laxation, for eating and entertaining, 
for the enjoyment of sunshine and 
fresh air and green plants in delight- 
ful surroundings. 

5. Another need, certainly worth 
considering, is the need for outdoor 
exercise. This is important to both 
children and grown-ups. Children 
need specific space for their sand- 
boxes, vehicles and space ships; 
grown-ups are finding more and 
more enjoyment in gardening as a 
hobby. 


Three Major Outdoor Areas 

We probably all rtalize that a 
residential property is __ basically 
divided into three major outdoor 
areas—the approach area, the living 
area and the work area. 

As the name implies, the approach 
area is toward the street and con- 
tains the driveway and entrance walk 
along with enough space for a suit- 
able setting for the house. But in 
contemporary design, with its em- 
phasis on use rather than ostenta- 
tious display from the street, it no 
longer carries the importance it once 
did, for now we turn our backs to the 
street. Today the residential street 
is a service facility, with its noise 
and congestion, its delivery and gar- 
bage trucks, its telephone poles and 
traffic lights. Consequently, we turn 
the service portions of our houses 
toward the service portions of our 
residential areas. In other words, we 
put garages, kitchens, bathrooms, 
utility and storage rooms toward the 
street. 

The living areas, then, of both the 
house and outdoors are unified 
toward the rear of the property 
where privacy is much more easily 
and effectively provided. It is here, 
where sufficient space is most likely 
to be available, that we develop the

terraces, the patios, the courts, the 
sun traps, the pools and the gardens 
for our own enjoyment and that of 
our invited friends. 

The work area is adaptable to 
many things—for stretching clothes- 
lines, storing tools and garden furni- 
ture, pursuing hobbies with thei: 
general clutter, painting chairs or re- 
potting plants, having a compost pit 
or workbench, probably some play 
space for the children and perhaps 
a garden for cut flowers and vege- 
tables. 

No discussion of contemporary 
design for residential properties 
would be complete without reference 
to climate control. During the past 
two years or more, the editors of 
House Beautiful magazine have pub- 
lished a number of articles and sev- 
eral detailed pamphlets under this 
general heading to show people how 
they can enjoy better living. Many 
nurserymen are familiar with this 
information, but it is certainly worth 
studying again for climate control 
points the way to the control, or at 
least the modification, of the climate 
on a residential property. There is 
nothing obscure about it. As a mat- 
ter of fact, as House Beautiful says, 
it is all based on scientific analysis 
and good common sense. 

Numerous factors based on local 


conditions at each season of the year 
enter into the solution of every prob- 
lem. Wind velocities and directions 
are important; so are temperature, 
precipitation, humidity and = sun 
angles. As House Beautiful points 
out, “The tools that improve, or 
spoil, your private climate are not 
costly gadgets. They are simple 
things you would use around your 
property anyway—paving, fences, 
walls, pools, plants.” But in contem- 
porary design you are going to use 
new materials in new ways for new 
reasons. 

Many of the principles of climate 
control apply directly to the house. 
These consist of new ideas about 
orientation, exposure, solar heat, 
ventilation, insulation, etc. Most of 
them apply equally well to the out- 
doors along with the realization that 
on summer evenings air is much 
cooler at the ground level than a few 
feet above it; that sky glare is 
unpleasant; that the horizontal sun 
angle in summer is twice what it is 
in winter; that the vertical sun angle 
varies around 40 degrees during the 
different seasons of the year; that 
comfort depends as much on wind 
velocity and humidity as on tempera- 
ture; that southern exposures are not 
the hot exposures in summer; that 
“spring comes earlier, fall lasts

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longer and winters are warmer” on 
the south side of a house; that in 
northern latitudes the sun is some- 
thing we desire in our living areas 
for about 10 months out of the year, 
and that plants play a significant 
part in climate control. 


Specimen Plants Needed 


I must point out that plants are 
only one of the important elements 
in contemporary design and that they 
must now be used differently. We 
must realize that in the transition 
through which we have passed from 
the large estate to the concentrated 
and more usefully coordinated home 
property, we have had to give up our 
notions of extensive lawns and in- 
formal borders of massed shrubs. We 
have substituted other materials for 
screens and hedges and are using one 
plant, a beautiful thing in itself, in- 
stead of a dozen or more. Specimen 
plants are an essential part of con- 
temporary design for they are signifi- 
cant forms with which to build. I 
would certainly rather have a client 
of mine pay $200 for a specimen 
flowering dogwood  underplanted 
with a suitable ground cover at the 
right spot adjacent to a home than 
an equal amount for a string of 
small evergreen globes or croquettes 
across the front of the house which 
have no artistic value when planted 
and which seldom develop any as 
time goes on. Yet the latter is an ex- 
ceedingly common mode of planting. 
Unfortunately, most nurseries have 
an extremely poor and limited supply 
of specimen plants, yet many of them 
are easy to grow. For example, flow- 
ering crab apple trees on a few back 
rows in the nursery require little at- 
tention, and nurseries are going to 
need them and many other species, 
if they are going to capitalize on the 
needs of contemporary design. I 
should not have to point out the ad- 
vantage that they are normally 
moved in seasons of the year when 
most nurseries are looking for some- 
thing for their men to do. 

While speaking about plants, I 
would add that we need outstanding 
ornamentals that can be used as a 
major element in the over-all design. 
I would repeat Donald Wyman’s ob- 
servation to the effect that well over 
80 per cent of the new patented 
plants of a few years ago are prac- 
tically unavailable today for the 
simple reason that they were no bet- 
ter than plants already available 
from the standpoint of landscape use- 
fulness. The tremendous variation in 
plant materials is no authority for 
aesthetic irresponsibility in their use. 

A few paragraphs above I stated 
that materials other than plants are 
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now being used to obtain privacy be- 
cause they meet today’s needs better. 
For example, a fence is cheaper and 
quicker to install, requires less space, 
retains its character for a number 
of years with a minimum of main- 
tenance, offers tremendous design 
possibilities and does not send out 
roots to compete with the annuals, 
perennials, bulbs, vines and specimen 
plants which are best associated with 
it. Since contemporary design has 
brought with it a tremendous change 
in the uses and designs of fences, 
nurserymen would do well to provide 
for their construction, along with 
many other elements of an architec- 
tural nature, within their own or- 
ganizations. 

I would like to give an example of 
the general direction in which con- 
temporary design is going. I recall a 
design of my own for a residential 
property, approximately 150x200 
feet, the landscape development of 
which will cost several thousand dol- 
lars, of which at least 60 per cent 
will go into the construction of such 
things as pavings, pools, walls, fences, 
garden structures, etc.; around 30 
per cent will go into specimen plants 
and only 10 per cent into lawns and 
the usual run of small plants in which 
most nurseries specialize. Do you sec 
the importance to nurserymen of 
becoming proficient in construction, 
and in the growth and handling of 
specimen plants? 


Sensitive Designers Needed 


Most of today’s home properties 
and their gardens are poorly de- 
signed, largely because they are not 
designed by sensitive designers. There 
is too much of the attitude that any- 
thing goes that satisfies the client, or 
that can be done quickly or profit- 
ably or that will sell many plants. I 
often hear the excuse that clients do 
not want modern gardens. Emphatic- 
ally, I do not believe that. They only 
have to be shown the advantages. If 
we said clients do not know what 
contemporary gardens are or that at 
first they do not understand them, I 
could agree. For how can we expect 
the public at large to be informed on 
these things if we are uninformed 
ourselves? Saying that clients do not 
want modern gardens is admitting 
that we have too many lazy or in- 
competent designers; it is admitting 
that we have too much subservience 
to rules and worn-out formulas, too

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own conditions and requirements. 


We must realize that the contempo- 
rary landscape designer is an artist 
working with what is probably a 
more complicated set of materials 
than that of any other artist today. 
His palette not only includes the 
hundreds of different plants, each of 
which has its own characteristics of 
form, texture, size, flower, fruit and 
soil and other requirements, but also 
a vast range of inanimate materials, 
some new and some old, each with 
its own characteristics of color, tex- 
ture, durability and cost. Therefore, 
when the landscape artist dips his 
brush into a palette of such tremen- 
dous variety, the number of compo- 
sitions which can be created in ans- 
wer to any given problem are in- 
calculable. The fitness and beauty of 
the finished landscape composition 
will be the result of the artist’s indi- 
vidual creative ability. There can be 
no rules to limit his imagination. 
Consequently, it is impossible to de- 
scribe the way to design in a con- 
temporary manner—one has to feel 
it. Nurserymen know how difficult it 
is to find a good salesman; it is infi- 
nitely more difficult to find a good 
designer. 


Inanimate Materials 


To list the inanimate materials 
which the landscape designer has at 
his disposal would be a lengthy task 
for they include, among many others, 
glass, cork, plastic, bottles, poles, 
pipe, canvas, stone, wood, metals and 
concrete. But as an example of the 
great range of possibilities in each, I 
will select concrete as a paving mate- 
rial. It has many advantages and can 
be used in ways which we have not 
even explored. 

A good paving must meet many re- 
quirements. It must be pleasant in 
color and texture, easy to care for, 
resistant to the weather; it should be 
smooth enough to accommodate fur- 
niture and perhaps smooth enough 
for dancing; it should not become 
slippery, should not glare, should 
harmonize with other things and 
should be inexpensive. Concrete 
comes pretty close to meeting all of 
these requirements, for it lends itsell 
to many surfaces and colors, is adapt- 
able to many patterns and costs only 
about one tenth as much as a cut 
stone paving properly placed. Too 
many designers are shunning it 
because it is used extensively for 
commercial uses, but a little imagina- 
tion can overcome that. 

Even if there are no rules to follow 
in contemporary design, the modern 
garden has its characteristics which 
have never been better expressed 
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than in Garrett Eckbo’s book, which 
says, “It relies on space relationships, 
the properties of materials, local site 
conditions and particularly the de- 
sires and needs of the clients. It needs 
specimen plants, preferably a change 
in level from one portion of the de- 
sien to another and relies consider- 
ably upon architectural materials 
such as paving, fences, walls, shelters, 
arbors, etc., that do many jobs better 
than do plant materials. 

“The garden must be something 
more than an ‘outdoor living room’ 
if it is to be worthy of its name. It 
must do things to its possessor 
amuse him, stimulate him, delight 
him. relax him—before its existence 
can be justified. It must provide him 
with that revitalizing contact with 
the growth of plants and the fecun- 
dity of the earth, without which man 
loses his strength and his inspiration. 
It must, like a bride, be perenially at- 
tractive, perenially gay, perenially 
delightful. Every visit to it must be 
an adventure and an experience. 
Gardens must be the homes of de- 
light, of gaiety, of fantasy, of ima- 
gination, of adventure, as well as of 
relaxation and repose. Every resource 
of imagination and ingenuity must 
be called upon to make them not only 
livable, functional and spatial but 
also delightful, entertaining and 
amusing. 

“Modern design is not 
‘manner’ to add to our bag of stylis- 
tic tricks: it is not a new kind of 
exterior decoration to be picked up 
by reading a couple of magazine 
articles of an evening, or taking a 
short brush-up course during the dull 
summer season; it is not composed of 
ratchets, chevrons, zigzags, squirms, 
wiggles, or other jukebox tricks; it 
is not a new kind of doubletalk to be 
lifted from the shop-window design- 
er’s jargon; it is not a matter ol 
bending axes into spirals or of re- 
juvenating nature with a new skirt 
length or a new set of glands. Mod- 
ern design is serious work. It begins 
with the rejection of preconceived 
academic systems of form as being 
stale and irrelevant and proceeds 
with a reanalysis of basic elements 
and problems, and an attempt to de- 
rive from that analysis principles of 
truly rele-

plantings and maintenance, but to 
come up with an inspired design is 
difficult for all but the best designers. 
Perhaps you already have such a 
designer in your organization. If you 
have, hang on to him and remember 
that for him to remain good he has to 
be continually designing and experi- 
menting. You cannot expect a person 
who is part-time office boy, part-time 
salesman, part-time foreman and 
part-time laborer to produce much 
in the way of original design. 

The graduates of most of the 
schools of landscape architecture 
today are trained in contemporary 
design, but good designers are rare 
among them. A good designer must 
be well trained by competent in- 
structors, well informed, uninhibited 
and have an understanding of the 
practical as well as the sensitivity of 
the artist. 

Our graduates at Michigan State 
College go through a general curric- 
ulum which prepares them ade- 
quately for the numerous phases of 
landscape architecture that they 
enter upon graduation. For the- past 
five years we have continually had 
the largest enrollment of any land- 
scape school in the country, but we 
are perpetually faced with the prob- 
lem of having at least twice as many 
requests for our graduates as we 
have graduates to accept them. We 
also pride ourselves in having the 
largest and perhaps the best-trained 
teaching staff in the country, an ex- 
cellent physical plant and facilities 
for teaching including a collection of 
1,700 species of trees and shrubs 
growing on our campus. 

Personally, I do not care who does 
the designing of our modern residen- 
tial properties or where the designers 
come from as long as the owner re- 
ceives a good job and a good buy for 
his money. In many ways nursery- 
men are in an excellent position to 
provide a client with a complete job, 
from design through planting, but 
the problem is design. In the begin- 
ning, at least, it will probably be ad- 
visable for a professional landscape 
architect to prepare the plans and 
for the nurseryman to do the rest, but 
there, too, is a problem, for until 
landscape architects are registered 
by the various states, as are architects 
and engineers, nurserymen and 
others have no reliable way of dis- 
tinguishing the qualified professional 
from the impostor. 

Free Plans Are a Mistake 

Some nurserymen are offering the 
so-called free plans. This is a mistake

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ice. In the first place, customers do 
not expect to receive anything of 
value for nothing. In the second 
place, to do a good design takes a 
great deal of time, often a number 
of days, and no one can give that 
away. In the third place, the so-called 
free plans are not free and only the 
most gullible buyers fail to realize 
that their cost is absorbed in higher 
prices for plants. And in the fourth 
place, free plans indicate a prime 
preoccupation with commercialism 
and imply little concern for good de- 
sign. You should prepare good plans 
and charge appropriately for them. 
You must sell good design, climate 
control, good construction and speci- 
men plants if you are going any place 
with contemporary design. 

In closing, I would state positively 
that contemporary design, both in 
architecture and landscape architec- 
ture, is here to stay. There are those 
who hope it is a fad because it is so 
difficult to do well. Yet it cannot be 
a fad because it is too firmly en- 
trenched in what people need. For 
the past 10 years or more, it is the 
only thing that the professional arch- 
itectural magazines have published: 
I doubt that there is an architectural 
school in the country that does not 
stress contemporary design exclusive- 
ly. The popular home and garden 
magazines are almost all pushing it, 
and their combined circulation makes 
them a potent force in establishing 
the likes and dislikes of the American 
people. 

It is time for nurserymen to con- 
sider what they are going to do 
whether they are going to buck the 
tide of contemporary design and be- 
come caught in a whirlpool off to the 
side of the current or whether they 
are going to move out in front and 
lead the way.

QUARANTINE EXTENDED

wave that occurred during the latter 
part of August, in which daytime 
temperatures hovered near 100 de- 
Fahrenheit for more than a 
week, caused a great deal of brown- 
ing of foliage and premature leaf 
drop. Trees in forest areas took on 
much of the color of-autumn. It is 
improbable that mature shade trees 
will suffer much, if any, permanent 
injury from the combination of 
drought and heat, but evergreens 
commonly used in foundation plant- 
ings are less well adapted to resist 
such conditions. When late summer 
and fall droughts continue until the 
ground freezes and evergreens go 
into the winter lacking an adequate 
supply of water in the soil, wintet 
injury is likely to be severe. Here, 
again, arborists can serve their cli- 
ents well by advising thorough irri- 
gation of evergreens before the soil

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the Sinnissippi forest, a 2,200-acre 
tract near Oregon, IIl., 200 infected 
oaks of merchantable size and fully 
that many or more smaller trees 
were found this summer, as com- 
pared to a total of 161 diseased oaks 
found in 1952. In the forest pre- 


serve district of Cook county, IIl., 
embracing some 40,000 acres, 116 
trees infected with oak wilt were 
found in 1952, while this year 178 


were discovered. Throughout the 
state of Illinois in 1953 the oak wilt 
disease was found in eight more 
counties; it is now known to be pres- 
ent in 62 of the 102 counties of the 
state. Increased spread of the dis- 
ease has been reported from southern 
Missouri, Tennessee, North Carolina 
and other areas. 

On the credit side of the ledger 
with regard to oak wilt, some dis- 
coveries have been made and infor- 
mation gained which may lead to 
better means of combating the dis- 
ease. Under rather rigidly con- 
trolled conditions, it has been dem- 
onstrated that nitidulid beetles, at 
least, and possibly other insects, can 
transmit the oak wilt disease from 
spore-bearing mats of the fungus to 
healthy trees. In these tests, 
wounded and beetles 
had been feeding on the mats were 
transferred to sleeve-type cages en- 
closing the wounds. As few as two 
beetles, thus collected and _trans- 
ferred, caused infection of the tree 
and the development of typical wilt 
symptoms within three weeks. It 
remains to be determined whether 
or not this mechanical method of 
transmission by these or other insects 
is the manner in which the oak wilt 
disease is spread under natural con- 
ditions, but the results of this series 
of experiments certainly will serve 
to focus research attention upon in- 
sects generally, and the nitidulid bee- 
tles particularly, in the coming 
months. 


Other Findings of 1953 


Other findings of 1953, while per- 
haps not of such general interest as 
the possible oak wilt-insect relation- 
ship, but which add to the gradually 
increasing fund of knowledge con- 
cerning the disease, include the fol- 
lowing: 1. Individual oaks may vary 
in susceptibility to the oak wilt dis- 
ease. At least one tree has been 
found which has remained in a 
healthy condition despite being sur- 
rounded by infected oaks and arti- 
ficial inoculations made to test its 
susceptibility. 2. Of some 87 chemi-

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show sufficient promise to justify 
continued experimentation. 3. On 
the assumption that the fungus mats 
which develop on the trunk and 
branches of infected oaks are im- 
portant factors in the spread of the 
disease, the most critical months 
probably are October, November, 
April and May. It is during these 
periods that the spores found on 
these mats are most numerous and 
germinate most readily. 4. The 
spore-producing mats may develop 
within two to three months after 
the tree is killed by oak wilt; the 
mats may produce viable spores for 
as long as 11 months after the 
death of the tree. 5. The causal fun- 
gus of the oak wilt disease may live 
in the roots of trees killed by the 
disease for at least nine months; it 
may, perhaps, live three to four 
years in the roots of wilt-killed oak 
trees, especially where root grafting 
occurs. 

Elm phloem necrosis, like the oak 
wilt disease, remained reasonably 
well within its boundary limits of 
the past several years. It continues 
to be a potent killer of elm trees 
within infected areas, although slight 
decreases in the number of diseased 
trees were reported from a few com- 
munities this year. On the campus 
of the University of Illinois it has 
been demonstrated that thorough 
spraying can give a high degree of 
protection to elm trees from this 
disease. 

Dutch Elm Disease Rampant 

Three years after the first find 
within the state, the Dutch elm dis- 
ease is definitely well established in 
Illinois and spreading with alarming 
rapidity. In 1950, two cases of Dutch 
elm disease were found in Illinois: 
in 1951, 11; in 1952, 24; and in 
1953 approximately 400 infected 
elms had been found by the middle 
of September, with every probability 
that more would be discovered be- 
fore the end of the season. In the 
Urbana-Champaign area alone, 173 
trees infected with the Dutch elm 
disease were found in 1953, as com- 
pared with 11 in 1952. 

Destruction of the breeding places 
of the bark beetles that serve as 
carriers of the disease, sprays care- 
fully and thoroughly applied and, 
perhaps, chemotherapeutic treatment 
are methods by which the Dutch 
elm disease may be combated with 
reasonable success. Arborists in IIli- 
nois and other areas where the dis- 
ease is just becoming established 
should become thoroughly familiar 
with the control methods advocated 
by United States Department of 
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
